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EXPLANATORY NOTES 


Introduct 1on 


A survey was conducted throughout Australia in 
November 1984 to obtain information on child care 
arrangements made by persons responsible tor children 
under 12 years of age. The survey collected details on 
the social and economic characteristics of family units 
(e.g. marital status, labour force status, income, etc.), 
patterns of usage of child care, cost, and main reason 
for using formal and informal child care, the level of 
met, partially met, or unmet demand for child care 
services, and the amount of care by the husband of the 
person responsible. Details of child care arrangements 
were collected for each child in the survey. 


Scope and Coverage 


2. The survey was conducted as part of the regular pop- 
ulation survey which is based on a multi-stage area 
sample of private dwellings (about 33,000 houses and 
flats) and non-private dwellings (hotels and motels) and 
covers about two-thirds of 1 per cent of the population 
of Australia. Certain groups of persons are excluded 
from the survey such as: 


(a) occupants of non-private dwellings (e.g. 
hospitals, hotels, and jails); 


(b) diplomatic personnel of overseas governments; 


(c) persons from overseas touring or holidaying in 
Australia; 


(ad) members ot non-Australian defence torces (and 
their dependants) stationed in Australia; and 


(e) members of the permanent Australian defence 
forces. 


Survey Method 


3. The information about child care arrangements was 
obtained through interviews with the person responsible 
for the children under 12 years of age. 


4. If the person responsible for children under 12 
years of age was not available for interview, another 
responsible adult answered on his or her behalf. Inter- 
Vlews were carried out over a4 pericd of 2 weeks commen- 
cing 12 November 1984. 


Detinitions 


5. The person responsible for children under 12 years 
of age was taken to be the mother if she were a usual 
resident of the selected private dwelling. If the mother 
was not normally resident at that private dwelling or was 
not available for interview then the information was 
sought from the person mainly responsible for the 
children under 12 years of age. 


6. Child care relates to all arrangements made for the 
care of children under 12 years of age for Monday to 
Sunday of the week prior to interview. 


Ts Child care categories have been classified as 
follows. 


(a) Formal child care includes any care arrange- 
ments made for the care of children (when the 
children were not in the care of the person 
responsible) at a pre-school, a child care 
centre (such as a creche, playgroup, 
Kindergarten, or occasional care centre), or 
through a tamily day care scheme. 


(b) Informal child care includes any care arrange- 
ments (when the children were not in the care 
of the person responsible) where the children 
were cared for by other children resident at 
the selected private dwelling, or relatives or 
non-relatives both resident at the dwelling or 
elsewhere. 


(c) Other includes any care arrangements where the 
person responsible was always able to look 
after the child (or in the case of the family 
table, all of the children) in the week prior 
to interview. Also included in this category 
are arrangements where the children were not 
in the care of the person responsible and 
spent time at scouts, music lessons, sporting 
activities, hospitals, etc., or where the 
children looked after themselves. 


8. It will be readily appreciated that a child or 
tamily unit may have used only one arrangement of child 
care in the week prior to interview or may have used a 
combination of arrangements. Rather than merely measure 
the arrangements most otten used, this survey attempts to 
measure the various combinations of arrangements. In 
order to do this, several supplementary classifications 
(called Combinations of Categories, Combinations of Child 
Care, and Types of Child Care) have been used in this 
publication. 


9. Combinations of ate This classificatiom is 
ai at the category level and indicates the combin- 
ations of categories of child care used. Family units 
and children are classified in a mtually exclusive way 
thereby enabling a count of total Lamily units or 
children in the survey. The classification does not take 
into account combinations oof arrangements within 
categories. . 


10. Types of child care. This classification measures 
every individual arrangements of formal and informal 
child care used by family units or children. The classi- 
fication does not take into account combinations of child 
care arrangements either within or across categories OL 
child care. A family unit or child may be classified to 
more than one type of child care. For this reason totals 
are not shown in tables using this classification. 


ll. Combinations of child care. This classification 
measures the combinations of child care arrangements used 
within each ot the three broad categories @m the basis of 
whether there was only one arrangement used or a combina- 
tion of two or more. Family units and children are 





Classified in a mutually exclusive way within each 


category only. This enables children or family units to

be totalled at the category level and also indicates the 
extent to which two or more arrangements of child care 
Within the category have been used. The classification 
does not taken into account combinations oL arrangements 
across categories of child care. 


12. Use of formal child care relates to the use of any 
formal child care service (i.e. pre-school, child care 
centre, or family day care) by any child in the family 
unit in the week prior to interview. 


13. Requirements for formal child care is based on the 
response to the question as to whether the person 
responsible would have used any formal child care service 
(i.e. pre-school, child care centre, or family day care) 
or where formal child care was already used, any addi- 
tional formal child care in the week prior to interview. 


14. Availability o1 formal child care is based on the 
perception of the person responsible as to whether any 
formal child care service was available for their use. 
No measure has been obtained of the situation where a 
particular service (such as a pre-school) was available, 
but a different service (such as family day care) was 
required. 


15. A family unit for the purposes of this survey is 
defined as a unit containing children under 12 years of 
age and a person responsible for those children (together 
with that person's spouse and older children resident in 
the dwelling, it any). 


16. Children, for the purposes of this survey, refers to 
children less than 12 years of age in a one parent or two 
parent family unit. 


17. Spouse reters to the spouse of the person respons- 
ible for children under 12 years of age in a two parent 
tamily unit (including de facto, where stated). 


18. Husband refers to the male spouse of the person 
responsible for children under 12 years of age in a two 
parent family unit (including de facto, where stated). 


19. Parents for the purposes of this survey are defined 
as the person responsible for the children tunder 12 years 
of age, and that person's spouse, if any. 


20. Husband care refers to care arrangements where 
children were cared for by the male spouse in a two 
parent family unit when none of the children was in the 
care ot the person responsible. For future child care 
surveys it is planned to refine this concept. 


21. Cost of child care is money paid by parents for 
formal or informal child care on a weekly basis or 
converted to a weekly equivalent and includes donations 
if they are considered to be a cost by the person 
responsible. 


22. Parents’ income group reters to the range applicable 
to the combined gross weekly income of the person 
responsible tor the children under 12 years of age, and 
that person's spouse, if any. 


23. Definitions of labour force categories used in this 
publication are the same as those used in the labour 
force survey. More details can be found in the 
publication "The Labour Force, Australia" (Catalogue No. 
6203.0). For the purposes of this survey, labour force 
details relate to the person responsible for the children 
under 12 years of age, and that person's spouse, if any. 


Intepretation of Results 


24. Formal child care. Names and addresses ot the child 
care services used were supplied by the person respons- 
ible for children under 12 years of age and coded to type 
of formal child care from a list compiled in each State. 


25. A child or children in the family unit may have more 
than one arrangement of the same type of formal child 
care, e.g. a child using two child care centres. These 
arrangements have been combined and the details aggre- 
gated in this publication for the child care type. 


26. Informal child care was coded according to the 
response by the person responsible for the children under 
12 years of age. 


27. No attempt was made to collect individual inzrorma- 
tion where there was more than one care giver within a 
type of informal child care, i.e. it the child was looked 
after by more than one relative at different times in the 
week prior to interview, the data collected were the 
total care by those relatives. 


28. Other arrangements were coded according to the 
response by the person responsible for the children under 
12 years of age. 


29. As arrangements such as scouts, music lessons, etc. 
would not always have been considered as a form of child 
care by the person responsible for the children under 12 
years of age, the response to this type was significantly 
understated. It is also very likely that the count of 
children who looked after themselves was understated 
because some respondents may have been reluctant to tell 
an interviewer that they left their children on their 
Own. 


30. A child or children in the tamily unit shown in the 
tables as being looked after only by the person respons- 
ible in the week prior to interview may also have been 
cared for by that person's spouse. Details of husband 
care are shown in Section 3 and are available for the 
family unit only, i.e. not for individual children within 
the family. 


31. The carer's place of residence is not intended to 
indicate where the child care took place, e.g. care by a 
relative resident in the dwelling may have taken place at 
another person's residence. 


Reliability of the Estimates 


32. Since the estimates in this publication are based on 
information obtained from occupants of a sample of 
dwellings, they may differ trom the figures that would 
have been produced if the information had been obtained 
from occupants of all dwellings. More information on 
this topic is given in the Technical Notes on page 23.

SUMMARY OF FINDINGS 


A noticeable feature of Diagram 1 is that money outlayed a week on child care is an increasing function of 
parents' weekly income for both formal and informal care. For formal care, 46 per cent of families with an income of 
less than $201 per week bear no cost whilst a statistically insignificant number pay $30 or more a week. In oontrast, 
for families with a weekly income of greater than $600 only 14 per cent bear no cost whilst 28 per cent pay $30 or more 
a week. 


Costs of intormal care show the same relationships but are much lower than for tormal child care. For 91 per 


cent of families with incomes of less than $201 a week no cost is borne whilst the corresponding proportion for families 
with incomes of greater than $600 a week is 75 per cent.

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(a) There were an estimated 4,000 family units for which parents' income was not stated, of which 2,50U (62.5 per cent) 
paid $1-$14 for formal child care. (b) There were an estimated 6,400 family units for which parents' income was 
not stated, of which 5,400 (84.4 per cent) reported no cost for informal child care. (c) A statistically insignif- 
icant number of family units reported a cost of $30 or more for both formal and informal child care. 


The extent to which formal child care needs were met is shown in Diagram 2 as a percentage of the estimated 
278,600 family units responsible for children under 12 years of age. Ot such families, 31,600, or 11.3 per cent, 
required formal child care facilities. This included 23,300 families not using formal child care but wanting this 
facility and 8,300 families using formal child care but seeking additional use. 


Of these family units, 9,100 (28.8) per cent indicated that formal child care was not available to them, while 
13,400 (42.4) per cent stated that the main reason they did not use formal child care was the cost, the service was 
booked out, the distance, or transport availability. 


The main reasons child car2 was required were "to go to work" by 6,400 family units (20.2) per cent and "to go 
shopping" by 9,000 family units (28.5) per cent.

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Diagram 3 highlights the difterences between one and two parent families in their use of formal amd informal 
child care arrangements. Whilst there is only a small difference in the proportions of two parent and one parent 
families using formal and/or informal child care, 47.0 per cent and 52.4 per cent, respectively, significant ditferences 
do appear when analysing the two types of care separately. A higher proportion of two parent families use formal care, 
23.4 per cent compared with 17.0 per cent of one parent families, but for initormal care one parent families have the 
higher proportion with 41.8 per cent compared with 30.8 per cent ot two parent families.

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Over 50 per cent of the 70,800 children who use formal child care receive 10 to 19 hours of child care a week. 
This is consistent with the normal pre-school/kindergarten attendance of five sessions of 2 1/2 hours a week for 3 and 4 
year old children. Diagram 4 reflects the short-term nature of informal care with over 40 per cent of children 
receiving less than 5 hours of care a week.

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Technical Notes 


Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates are based on information obtained from occupants of a sample of dwellings they are subject 
to sampling variability; that is they may differ from the figures that would have been produced if all dwellings had 
been included in the survey. (ne measure of the likely difference is given by the standard error, which indicates the 
extent to which an estimate might have varied by chance because only a sample of dwellings was included. There are 
abc ut two chances in three that a sample estimate will differ by less than one standard error from the figure that would 
have been obtained if all dwellings had been included, and about 19 chances in 20 that the difference will be less than 
two standard errors. The standard error can also be expressed as a ,2rcentage of the estimate, and this is known as the 
relative standard error. 


Space does not allow for the separate indication of the standard error of all estimates in this publication. 
The table below shows standard errors of estimates of number of family units, persons responsible, and children for a 
range of estimate sizes. These figures will not give a precise measure of the standard error of a particular estimate, 
but they will provide an indication of its magnitude. 


An example of the calculation and use of standard errors follows: 


From the table below it can be seen that an estimate of 200,000 children has a standard 
error of about 3,550. Therefore there are about two chances in three that the number of 
children would be between 196,450 and 203,550 and about 19 chances in 20 that it would be 
between 192,900 and 207,100 if all dwellings had been included in the survey. 


As the standard errors in the table show, the smaller the estimated number of children, family units, or persons 
responsible, the higher is the relative standard error. Very small estimates are thus subject to such high standard 
errors (relative to the size of the estimates) as to detract seriously from the value for most reasonable uses. In this 
publication estimates with greater than 50 per cent relative standard error have not been included and are replaced by 
**,. In addition, estimates which have a relative standard error between 30 per cent and 50 per cent have been prefixed 
by *. These figures should be interpreted with caution. Although figures replaced by ** may, in some cases, be derived 
by subtraction they should not be regarded as reliable. 


The imprecision due to sampling variability, which is measured by the standard error, should not be confused 
with inaccuracies that may have occurred because of imperfections in reporting by interviewers and respondents. 


Inaccuracies ot this kind are referred to as the non-sampling error, and they may occur in any enumeration, whether it 
be a full count or only a sample.
